time, regardless of weather condi-) nopmally go to the top of the

tions, Then begin planting or put- 


ting out tomatoes every week, Do 


not put out very many but he 


sure that you keep up the fight. 
Put some on sandy soil and some 
on stiff soil, Put some in fresh 


land and some on old land and 
be sure that you fertilize them all, 
Keep this up until the first of Sep- 
tember and you will find that some 


of your patehes will grow toma- 


toes. The seasons are very ef- 
fective in the growing of late to- 


matoes and it is hard to guess 


right each time as to the best 
kind of a place for the patch, One 
year the bottoms will do the best 
and the next year the ridge land 


will be far out in the lead. There 


is only one way to make sure of 


your tomatoes and that is to plant 


them on the various kinds of soils. 


Any farmer can find a dozen places 
available for tomatoes if he will 
only use it and cultivate the to- 


matoes, It is all right to plant 


seed and grow tomatoes at this 


time of the year, but it will soon 
be too late to plant seed. It is 


mighty easy to cut off the limbs} 


of the plants and put them out 


just as you do potato vines. Be 
sure to put the vines deep'in the 


ground, If the limb or vine is 
eighteen inches long you might 
put as much as a foot of it under 
the ground. They will all live if 
you will put them out deep in 
the ground on a wet day. I sug- 
gest that you use tomato plants 


| : " 
} until the end of July and that you 
}use only vines after that time. It 


is very easy to grow tomatoes so 


| they will be green when the first 


frost comes. It is a mighty good 
sign for a farmer to have green 
tomatoes to be killed by the first 
frost. If you have them and are 


|Smart enough to gather them the 


day before the frost you can keep 


|them for about four weeks. All 
}of which means that it is very 
| possible for you to have fresh to- 
|matoes from your own garden un- 


til about the middle of December. 
Apart from the good your family 
will receive from the eating of 
tomatoes, you might also make 
some extra cash. Did you ever 
have any tomatoes to sell during

NEW HIGH VOLTAGE 


htt W. MARTIN, President of 


Alabama Power Company, today 


authorized the following statement; 


“Construction of an additional 


high-voltage electric transmission 
line 187 miles long from Mitchell 


Dam to Mobile, to cost with all 


equipment over © million, seven hun- 
dred thousand dollars, will start as 
soon as a certificate of convenience 
and necessity is iss 


ed by the Ala- 
bama Public Service Commission. 


The certificate was applied for July 
21, 


“The new line, which will inter- 


connect with the Company's six hy- 
dro electric plants on the Coosa and 
Tallapoosa Rivers, and with its Gor- 
gas steam plants, will connect at Sel 
ma with lines now serving that area, 
and from there will extend to Mo 
bile, The route will be through Chil. 
ton, Autauga, Dallas, Wilcox, Clarke, 
Washington, and Mobile counties, 
The line will be a companion to an. 
other now serving Mobile at a dis 


tance approximately 50 to 60 miles 


eastward and thus result in a new 


power ‘loop’, for South Alabama, In 
the event of a disturbance on one of 
the lines, the loop arrangement will 
permit service to be continued until 


the localized trouble can be cleared 


up. This will not only add to the 


dependability of the Company's serv- 


ice in South Alabama, but will result 
in a substantial increase in power 


supply to meet the demand of exist- 


ing and new industries coming into 
that section, 

“While the new line will operate 
initially at 110,000 volts, it will be so 
erected that later it can be changed 
over to 154,000 volts with a capacity 
of 60,000 kilowatts at this voltage, 
which will more than double the 


present available power in southwest 


Alabama, The accompanying map 
indicates the approximate route of 
the new line, which will be com- 
pleted about July 1, 1938. The map 
also shows the present network of 
Alabama Power Company high volt- 
age lines, 

“More than a million dollars will 
be spent in the construction of the 
line, and an additional $700,000 for 
terminal facilities, The Company 
will follow its policy of using Ala- 
bama labor and purchasing from 
Alabama concerns all materials 
which can be supplied from local 
sources, such as poles, timber, steel, 
cement, etc. These items for the new 
line will amount to about $500,000 
and the payroll will be about $400,- 
000 additional.” 

In announcing the construction of 
this new line President Martin said 
that it was a continuation of the 
fixed policy of the Company to be 
ready to meet any call for power 
that the industrial development of 
the State demanded and that the 
Company now has a substantial sur-
